Response to Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of the applicants amendment filed on 07/02/2008. The 
Examiner has accepted the applicant's amendment and arguments. Claims 14-26 are pending in 
the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 14-26 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a process for determining surface profile from a plurality of 
images of a surface illuminated from different directions with a shallow angle of incidence, and 
extracting the contours of cast shadows from camera recorded images, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the respective claims.
